SAN FRANCISCO, July 16.—It is import- 


ant news here that the counsel of the 
government against the estate oft/eland 
Stanford for the recovery of many million 
dollars, said to have been fraudulently 
taken from the United States, have been 
granted an appeal, and the case will be 
speedily tried again in the United States 
courts.

While Preparing for a Happy Time She 


is Caught by the Elevator and 


Strangled to Daath. 


A sad fatality occurred at the hospital 


at 10.30 o'clofk tod'iy. Katie T., the six- 
years-old daughter of Mrs. Catharine T. 
Dacey, who is employed i.! the hospital, 
was on the tecond floor of the building 
and was fjetting ready to go down stairs 
with Mikh Abbie Mclntosh, one of the 
nurse >. The 
little girl got her 
doll 


and 
disappeared 
and 
when 
Miss 


Mclntosh stepped out into the corridor 
bbe saw the child's head leaning over tho 
rail at the elevator shaft. 
The nurse 


warned the child to get away imme- 
diately, but there was no response or 
movement on the part of the girl. MUs 
Melntosh then approached and was hoi- 
ror-stricken to find the child dead. As she 
stood leaning over the rail the elevator 
had descended and caught her by tbe 
neck. 


Medical Esaminer O. J. Brown was 


notified. He investigated the case and 
found the circumstances of the accident 
as given nhove.

The dead child had her 


doll clasped in her arms when found, 


Mrs. E>acey, the mother, formerly lived 


in Boston, but came to this town about 
Christmas. 


The little girl was takon to the hospital 


Alemorial day for treatment and about the 
same time the mother was engaged to 
work there. 
The child soon recovered 


and quickly became the pet of the institu- 
tion, She was a bright and pleasant little 
girl and all connected with the hospital 
thought a great deal of her.

deeply deplored by the entire hospital 
force. 


It is oot known how the accident hap- 


pened, but it in supposed the child while 
looking down the elevator shaft thought- 
lessly pulled the rope that releases the 
elevator. The elevator stops when the 
hand is removed from the rope, and the 
fact that it stopped after coming in con- 
tact with the child would indicate that 
the girl 
herself set it 
in 
motion. 


No one was in the elevator at the time 


and no one knows who set it in motion. 
No blame, therefore, can be attached to 
any one employed at the hospital.

Two Clarksburg Men Get Drunk, 
One 


Treats His Wife Cruelly. They Take 


Another Man's Horse and 


End by Killing It 


A distressing case of drunkenness and 


inhumanity otcnrred Suaday, the 
fjaala 


concerning which came tolightyesterday. 
The scene was laid in Clarksburg and 
Stamford. 


Archie Bellows is the sera of John Bel- 


lows of the Bed Mills and is a minor. 
William O'Brien is a man of About thirty 
years of age and is a sawyer in Mr. Bel- 
lows' mill. Young Bellows .and O'Brien 
strolled off'together in the forenoon and 
brought up at the state line hod^e, which 
is about two miles distant from their 
homes. They spent the remainder of the 
forenoon and the early hours of the after- 
noon at this place. 


Hiram Moon of Clarksburg was driving 


by in a road cart and took the Bellows 
boy 
back to 
the 
Red Mills and, 


as was the hoy'3 wish, left him at 
O'Brien's house, whicn is the first house 
below the bridge and above the Bellows 
place. O'Brien seems to have been disap- 
pointed at the separation and he made 
the journey bach to his home on foot. 


O'Brien reached his home in an unpleas- 


ant frame of mind. As soon as he entrred 
his house he began a quarrel with his 
wife. The discussion grew warm and 
ended in O'Brien's beating his wife and 
driving her out of doors. O'Brien's wife la 
the daughter of Henry Davis of. the west 
road of Clarksburg and she at once went 
to lier father's house. 


This occurred at about 4 o'clock in the 


afternoon. 
At 4.30 John Bellows, the 


boy's father, drove away. Yonnjf Bellows 
was much more intoxicated than was 
O'Brien and with the latter steadying the 
former they walked down the road to 
Bellows' barn. Hitching a horse to a 
road cart they started away to the north 
at a high rate of speed, lashing the horse. 
The horse was a mustang and was deaf. 
They stopped at the line house and again 
filled themselves with liquor. 


Leaving thfc place at twilight they con- 


tinued their course to the north. By this 
time they were much intoxicated. They 
went to Rartwellviila and began the 
return 
trip 
at 
about 
9.30. 
They 


drove recklessly down Wie mountain 
cruolly 
forcing the hor«c to a run. 


At a turn in the road they were both 
thrown out and it seems that they were 
f-o intoxicated that they lay where they 
had bee i thrown for several hours. The 
deaf horse continued his huri'ed flight 
and, 
unguidtjd by those who had been his 


tormentors, the animal plunged over- a 
steep bank on the east of the road, strik- 
ing OQ its tack and bren'iing its neck. 
Tiiiboceuriecl at the foe* of the Charlie 
Lro\\n I,ill. 


Ai 'junrise the drunken man and boy got 


up and walked to Clarksburg, arriving at 
the Red mills at 6.3f) o'clos1,;. 


Young Bellows met Benjamin Eddy at 


the waterirg trough. 
Mr. Eddy was 


wofcering his horse. 
Mr. Fddy ,liv*s just 


beiow the Bellows place and is employed 
in Millard's shoe factory. The boy told Mr. 
Eddy that he had lost his horae and could 
not find the animal. 
The boy met Calvin 


Pratt on the east road at abflut 7 c'clock, 
bat he was not seen again tUat day. 


Jefferson Davis was driving toward 


North Adams early yesterday morning 
and in she brook be'! at the foot of Charlie 
Brown hill he fcaw a shocking sight. 
There lay a horse with his foot in the air, 
firmly wedged in between two rooks, and 
its head twisted underneath. The road 
coit, witli one shaft broken, was hitched 
to the de.'d animal. Mr. Dayit recognized 
tae horoe and through him Jahn Bellows, 
the boy's father, was notirJe I as to the 
whereabouts of. the missing animal. Mr. 
Bellows procured aid and set off at once 
for the scene of the accident. The horse 
was drawn from the brook and buried. 


Thid drunkenness and cruelty happened 


on the Sabbath. 
The inhabitants of 


Clarlrsbnr^ and Stamford are indignant at 
such lawlessness aad wish some means 
might be taken to prevent such scenes. 
O'Brien's wife has returned, but Bellows 
has not yet been heard from. He fears 
his father's wrath. 


COURT OPENS IN PITTSFIELD. 


Trial of the Mosiers, Who Brutally Attack- 


ed Mr. Marlhi on FloridaJHounttrin. 


At the superior court in PittsBeld yes- 


terday Judge Oaskill of Worcester pre- 
sided and the trial of cases began. 


William H. Petitb of Savoy, indicted for 


adultery, retracted his former plea and 
pleaded guilty. 


When the crse of Frank Scott of Great 


Harrington was called District Attorney 
Gardner stated that young Broderick, 
whom Scott assaulted and slabbed, was so 
seriously injured that he could not appear 
at the present term of court, and the caie 
would therefore have to go over to the 
January term. Scott's attorney was not 
present but the prisoner asketl the court, 
to reduce his bail from ^500 to fSOO, stating 
that he could obtain the latter sum. This 
request was denied. 


Ex-Receiver Frederick A. Hobbs of the 


defunct Stockbridge savings bank, was in 
Pittsfield yesterday and malted the court- 
house. He appeared to be in much better 
health than he was lact January, and 
there is prospect that his caie for em- 
bezzlement may be disposed of this term, 
having twioh been continued owing to his 
sickness.

The first case for trial was that of Eu- 


gene and Joseph Mosier of Florida, for as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon on Robert 
Martin, a Florida farmer. 
Martin testi- 


fied that while driving to his home from 
North Adams, February 22, accompanied 
by his wife, they met the Mosiers about 
three miles from No.'th Adams. The men 
were walking in the road anfl staggering 
with intoxication. 
When they, reiched 


them the Mosiers refused to let them pass, 
but finally permitted it, and then Eugene 
Mosier took a seat on the rear of Martin's 
sleigh. Shortly after he got off Martin 
missed two tegs of grain from bis sleigh, 
so he went back afoot and foirqd the Mo- 
siers putting the grain into their sleigh. 
An altercation followed and Eugene Mo- 
sier assaulted Martin with stokes, striking 


him on the head and rendering him un- 
conscious.. His wife put him in the sleigh 
and tried to start for North Adams for 
medical aid, but the Mosiers prevented 
her and so she drove home. She con- 
firmed her husband's story. Dr. Riley of 
North Adams told of tile cute on the head 
and said they were caused by severe 
blows. 
Latyers Beer and Dowlin ap- 


peared for the defense. The prisoners 
told their story anC claimed that Martin 
began the trouble r.rid got licked for his 
interference. They admitted that they 
had been drinking, but were positive that 
Martin had started the muss. The jury 
went out at 4.45 o'clock.

It was 
also stated by the same men that President 
Richmond, it was understood, would 
import for the building of the street rail- 
road extension to Willianstown a similar 
class of labor with the same view—that of 
getting the work done better and cheaper.

reservoir was concerned, was absolutely 
untrue. The committee had never heard 
such a proposition from anyone and would 
not entertain it if they had.

The town's laborers, 
as far as is possible, win be given prefer- 
ance over any others. He said Mr. Green 
would be the last man to advise such ac- 
tion. He remembers him saying on sev- 
eral occasions that North Adams laborers 
should be employed in preference to all 
others.

Good Sized Block to Be Built By W. H. 


Sperry.

THE SOUTH CEMETERY. 


Plans for Its Improvement Gciag Consid- 


ered by the Board of Trade Coinrr.iltec. 


Some time 1150 the boird of tinde ap- 


pointed a committee to tiiko under consid- 
eration tho question of improving the 
south ce'jcterv. This committee is com- 
posed of James 13. Huutcr, chairman; 
Col. A, Potter and W. G. C'ady. The com- 
mittee have visited the oemctery and care- 
fully looked over the ground, and have 
decided that it is best to have Landscape 
Gardner Elliott of Boston, who made the 
original plan of the cemetery, come and 
look over the ground a^a'n and make 
s-i;;;gejtions as to what should now be 
done. 
The 
committee 
believe that 


whatever 
expenditure 
is 
to 
be 


made in the way of improvements should 
be made judiciou&ly and that the cost of 
Mr. Elliott's services will be a good in- 
vestment. After he has been heie and 
prepared his recommendations the com- 
mittee will decide what it is best to do, 
nud then the matter will be referred to 
the selectmen. The committee is without 
power to expend any money in the work 
of improvement, but there is money in 
the town treasury which belongs to the 
cemetery fund and it is not to be expected 
that the selectmen will hesitate to use 
thib as soon as satisfactory plans are pre- 
sented. The members of the committee 
have held meetings for the consideration 
of the subject and are in favor, as is the 
whole board of trade, of in iking such im- 
provements as all admit ought to be made 
without unnecessary delay in the new 
cemetery. The committee ieel that if 
anything is to be done it should be done 
wisely, and it is for this reason that they 
bnng into reqnisi ion the services ol Mr. 
Elliott. It is cheaper to avoid blunders 
than to remedy them, and beyond ques- 
tion tlio board of trade and the town will 
heartily indorse the committee's action in 
the matter. 


ONLY NINE ARE OUTSIDERS. 


Some Facts About the Notch Work and 


the Men Employed There. 


Work ia progressing most satisfactorily 


on the new reservoir at the Notch. There 
are 115 men at work and about eighteen 
teams. About 500 loads were drawn yes- 
terday, tke largest day's work that has 
been 
done there. 
The work is getr 


ting into shape now. The dam extends 
fifty feet on each fide of the core wall and 
the manner of building it is vfry simple. 
The teams are set to drawing materinl 
and depositing it on side in a layer while 
the three ton town roller rolls the layer 
on the other side of the wall foundation, 
whenever a Ia>er is completed the roller 
is shifted to the other side and so on. 
Jacob Coon says the material is the best 
possible for constructing the dnms. It 
has a very {rood proportion of clay which 
rolls done finely and makes the work 
almost as solid as if it were composed of 
cement. Mr. Geer, Mr. Whitney and Mr. 
Coon up to the present have given the 
work their undivided attention. 
They 


are confident that the dam will be one of 
the most solid of its clays ever built. There 
is an interesting fact concerning' the men 
employed on the dam. 
Timekeeper 


Mageriis goes among the men four times 
each day and makes note of all present. 
Out of the 115 at work he finds only nine 
who do not give their residence as North 
Adams.

Bcinsr Superseded by Hie Bicycle,, tho 


TroHe3- and the Cable, 


j*t are.ceur, sale of well bred trotting 


horse- in this state 3-year-olds were sold 
as low as $4 apiece, and the highest 
prica >-ecurecl for any was $75. At these 
prices it does not pay to raise horses, and 
the breeders who made the sale did so to 
pet one of a business no longer profitable. 


Their case is but one of muay. The 


horse is being rapidly superseded. Ca- 
ble traction, trolleys and other mechan- 
ical devices are greatly reducing the de- 
mand for draft horse service not ouly in 
larga cities, but in small towns, and 
even npoii country roads ill all well pop- 
ulated regions. 


The time cannot be far off when cable 


or electric railroads 'will begin to carry 
freight as well as passengers, thus do- 
ing u^ay vdth drays, trucks and coun- 
try wagons to a very large extent. 


The bk'yclc is taking the pluco of the 


saddle horso v.'ith nil ^mt the rich, who 
like horseback O3«rcise and can indulge 
ia it as a luxury. Tho rocont exhibitions 
of horsalens carnages ia Franco indicate 
that onr victorias, broughams and cabs 
will prcfjoutlybe driven without horses, 
pud when all these improvements are 
perfected it is not unlikely that v?echall 
COHIO at last to the Cliir.o.-'o custom of 
cscludiiig horses entirely from the streets 
of citieu. Even on farms tho r.teum plow, 
tho s-team thrasher and the li.la arc re- 
ducing the need of horses to ' •* mi- 
ni vmi. 


There is no doubt that progrornivo 


mechanical improvement, especially iu 
the adaptation of electricity as a motive 
poorer for varied uses, will still further 
eliiuinal e the horse from all our calcu- 
lations of necessary aids to human work. 
The change involves both loss and gain. 
It gives us a better power at smaller ex- 
pense, but robs man of a friendship 
whif h has been ennobling to all genera- 
tions. It will save all the grass and 
grain hitherto consumed by the horse 
for the larger production of food ani- 
mals, but, it will rob life of soiiif3thii)g 
worth having. 


Best of all, it will put au pnd to the 


breeding of noblo animals for lifelong 
drudgery in front of overloaded street 
cars and lay their cruel burdens upon 
insensible steel cogs and cranks aud 
wheels. It v.-ill make of what horses re- 
main will closer and more cherished 
friends of man.—New York World. 


FEMALE WORK. 


In Professional Service the Increane Han 


Been Remarkable. 


The exhibit made by the census of 


1890 
of tho enormous increase in the 


number of women engaged in profes- 
sional services and in trade and trans- 
portation aud manufacturing and me- 
chanical industries rfiowb the tendency 
by the specialization of industries to 
givo more .and more opportunities for 
women to earn a livelihood. Tho great 
eat gain made in female employment in 
tho census is in trade and transporta 
tion, where the increase since 1870 in 
the number of women employed is more 
than 1,000 per cent as compared to lOfi 
per cent on the part of men. We take it 
that this is largely due to the employ- 
ment of women as clerks in offices and 
stores and also their employment in the 
headquarters of tho various railroad 
companies. Of course one reason for this 
enormous increase is found in tho fact 
that iu 1870 only a very small number 
wore so employed—that is, less than 
20,000—while in the last 20 years the 
number has increased to over 200,000. 
In professional service the gains made 
by women "are proportionately vastly 
more—that ia, nearly twice as great as 
those made by men. 


In certain pursuits, such as those of 


artists aud teachers of arts, they are 
cleiirly driving tho men out of the field, 
since, vdiilo their numbers, have enor- 
mously increased, there are fewer men 
engaged in such avocations than there 
were 20 years ago. The occupations in 
which they have made a distinct en- 
tranc".1 and are likely in thejiext 10 or 
20 years to .show a marked increase are 
tho.-p of architect, assnyiat, dentist, .jour- 
nalist, Ir.wycr, clergyman and physi- 
cian. It is interesting to notice, as indi- 
cating possibly a shifting of duties, that 
in domestic and personal service the 
gain made by the men has been both ac- 
tually and relatively larger than the 
gain scored by the women, although 
this is a class of duty supposed to be pe- 
culiarly feminine.—Boston Herald. 


Enforce a Special Law For Cyclists. 
There is the same complaint iu Lon- 


don as here against the criminal reck- 
lessness of certain cyclists. 
It was 


only thu otlter day that tho home secre- 
tary was asked whether some police 
regulation could be framed requiring 
such a registration and numbering of 
cycles afi would secure tho tracing of 
their riders or owners in case of acci- 
dent. "The scorchers are often spoken 
of as a very small minority, but on some 
roads they are in a very large minority. 
Every moment cyclists come past at 15 
or 20 miles au hour without giving the 
slightest notice of their approach. They 
evidently rejoice in frightening ladiss 
and .startling men. The nuisance is in- 
tolerable and must be checked in some 
way.''—Boston Journal.

THE BAND STAND. 


An Artistic and Commodious Building- 


Work to Begin Tomorrow. 


Work will probably begin tomorrow on 


the band stand at the academy grounds. 
The stand, which will become the prop- 
erty of the town through the public 
spirited generosity of C. W. Gallup, will 
be a handsome and commodious one. It 
will be octogonal in shape and twenty-five 
feet six inches high to the top of the pin- 
nacle. The floor between the opposite 
sides of the octogon will measure twenty 
feet. Each side will be eight feet six 
inches. The floor or platform will be 
Four feet high from the ground. It will 
be surrounded by a railing which will 
stand two feet six inches high. The roof 
will be supported by sixteen pillars each 
sixteen feet high, two pillars at each 
angle of the octogon. From the platform 
to the roof will be a distance of 
ten 
feet. 
The 
pillars 
will 
be 


turned and 
have ornamented 
caps 


and bases. The sides of the stand up to 
the floor will be clap-boarded.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Mn Has Boomed Ajjricnltnre In All 


Sections of Few England. 


Hay Crop Will Be Better Than 


Was Expected. 


Tobacco and Field Crops' Severely Damaged 


by Hail In Connecticut 


BOSTON, July 16.—The New England 


weather service, in co-operation with tho 
board of agriculture, issues the following 
bulletin for the week ending July 15: 


Sufficient ruins have fallen in Maine for 


the good growth of all field crops during 
the week, but for tho most part favorable 
weather for curing hay has prevailed, and 
has been improved to its fullest extent. 
One correspondent in Pcnobscot counry 
reports about two-thirds the average hay 
crop, but generally the prospect is for 
fully an average yield. Pastures are very 
good for the season. Small fruits aw gen- 
erally in abundance. Corn b excellent. 
Potatoes aro growing well, vritii no re- 
port of blight as yet; this crop was being 
damaged by dry weather fully a', much ra 
any other. The prospect fur nil crops is 
very encouraging. At Harrison in Cum- 
berland county 1.83 inches of rain fell in 
2'A hours on the Oth. It was not, accom- 
panied by wind, and did a great deal of 
good. 


A Light Hay Crop. 


The grass on 3\ir.v Hampshire lowlw^i 


has been improved by the wet weather, !>i I 
haying has been delayed in most sections 
and tho grata on uplands is settinc; much 
too ripe. It is rusting to contMli'rablc ex- 
tent, and in HilUbcro county there is com- 
plaint of its mildewing badly. Tho „'.'!'.- 
eral report is for a light hay crop, though 
some work on lowlands show th:it it is 
better than expected. The fond in pas- 
tures is reported short In Cheshire county, 
but generally it is splendid and stock is 
doing well. There is groat promise of .1 
second crop. Grain is growing fast and 
filling well. Corn is growing luxuriantly, 
but was damaged considerably by the 
high wind on the 10th, especially in Bel- 
knap county. Blackberries are reported 
in flue condition in southern counties, but 
in Coos county a blight is affecting the 
bushes; the fruit does not grow, the stems 
dry up and the leaves die. Blueberries 
are reported not to be very plenty. Grass- 
hoi-?ers are reported unusually thick. 
Slightly too wet for potatoes on low 
ground in central counties. 


Grasahoppera In Vermont. 


Excellent weather prevailed over most 


of Vermont until Friday, and a great deal 
of hay has been put in in splendid condi- 
tion. The quality of the hay this year is 
very high, but nearly all the correspond- 
ents report less than the average quantity. 
The weather has been very dry here, and 
crops were suffering when the rains, of the 
last of the week revived them and gave 
them a new color. Potatoes have suffered, 
but are now growing well. Corn has been 
growing slowly in Lamoila county, but 
other correspondents pronounce it in 
splendid condition. 
Pastures are very 


short in many places and grasshoppers aro 
doing considerable damage. Transplanted 
crops 
are making good growth and 


gardens generally look well. The rain in 
southern counties lodged oats 
badly. 


Pears are looking well, but apples con- 
tinue to give prospect of light crop. 


Knin Lodged Grain. 


Very unfavorable weather for caring 


hay has prevailed in most of Massachu- 
setts, and considerable damage has been 
done to partly made hay by the frequent 
showers. The general prospect is for a 
crop below the average, but it is reported 
to be better than was expected. Pastures 
are good, and the promise for a second 
grass crop is excellent. The heavy rains 
have lodged grain and stout grass badly. 
At Fitchburg, in Worcester county, on the 
9th, 4.13 inches of rain fell in 3>i hours, 
3.37 inches falling in 1% hours. The corre- 
spondent, Dr. Fisher, states that this fall 
is unprecedented there in his 31 years of 
observation. Hail accompanied a thun- 
derstorm on the afternoon of the 13th, do- 
ing much damage in Hampshire county 
and continuing with less severity east- 
ward almost to the coast. In South Am- 
herst it is reported that thousands of 
dollars' damage was done to early vegeta- 
bles and corn that were nearly ready for 
market, peas, vines and onions being cut 
to pieces. There are reports of frosts in 
lowlands in Hampden county on 
the 


morning of the llth. 
Tobacco stands 


well, but needs more sunshine. The re- 
ports on small fruits and berries are quite 
variable, but generally there is no great 
crop of berries in prospect. The corre- 
spondent from Winchendon, the 
great 


blueberry section, reports the lightest 
blueberry crop for some years. Cranberry 
bogs that escaped the damaging cold of 
the past winter are showing a good sec of 
fruit. 


Too Wet In Rhorty. 


There is some fear that the continued 


welf weather will injure potatoes in Bhodci 
Island, but the moisture is very beneficial 
to the rest of the field and garden crop?, 
and all are growing well. Haying is ad- 
vancing slowly, and considerable has been 
damaged by the frequent showers. 


Much Darange by Hail. 


A groat many sections of Connecticut 


have been visited by hailstorms this week, 
and one correspondent in Fairlield county 
reports great injury to field crops, and 
many acres of tobacco destroyed. 
An- 


other correspondent states that while the 
chief damage was to tobacco, it was not 
great enough to be serious, as not more 
thau four to six leaves on a stalk are 
large enough to be punctured. 
Com 


leaves were slitted and torn, but not seri- 
ously injured. Grapes, where not covered 
by leaves, were bruisud and injured soroe. 
Poor hay weather has prevailed, but a 
good many of the correspondents, say the 
crop is thickening up at the bottom, and 
'is really improving. Corn and potatoes 
nrp generally fine. Tobacco is reported to 
be behind the season. 
Bye is being 


harvested, and is giving a fair crop. The 
correspondent at Milford reports a small 
amount of celery being set, as the seed 
failed to come up well. 
At Greenfield 


Hill, in Fairfield county, the harvesting 
of onion sets has begun, and au excellent 
crop is in prospect. Peaches are dropping 
considerably in Fairfield county, but gen- 
erally a large crop is assured. Apples are 
promising well, generally. 
The cloudy 


Weather is dangerous for potatoes and 
onions, though the first named crop is in 
excellent condition DOW.

God and Church. 


Convention at Boston Con- 


pletes Its Labors. 


Rousing Meetings In Mechanics' Hall, Tent 


WiUiston and Tent Endeavor. 


BOSTON, July 10.—The following is the 


platform and principles of the Society of 
Christian Endeavor, as formulated by the 
board of trustees and unanimously en- 
dorsed by the convention: 


We reaffirm our adherence to the principles 


which, under G-od's blessing, have made tho 
Christian Endeavor movement what it is to- 
day. 
First and foremost—Personal devotion to 


our divine Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 


Second — The covenant of obligation em- 


bodied in the ]jraj-er meeting pledge, without 
which, there can be no true society of Christian 
Endeavor. 


Third—Constant religious training for all 


kinds of service involvo.l in till various com- 
mittees, which—so many of them as are needed 
—are, equally with the prayer meeting, essen- 
tial to a society of Christian Endeavor. 
Fourth—Strenuous loyalty to the local 


church and denomination with which each so- 
ciety is oonnected. This loyalty is plainly ex- 
pressed m the pledge; it underlies the whole 
idea of the movement, and, us statistics prove 
and pastors testify, is very cenerally exempli- 
fled in the lives of active members. Thus thn 
Society of Christian Endeavor, in theory and 
practice, is ai loj si a d«nominat!onal society 
ah any in existence, as well as a broad and fra- 
ternal interdenominational society. 


Fifth—We reaffirm our increasing confidence 


in the interdenominational spiritual fellow 
ship, through which we. hope, not tJT organic 
unity, but to fulfill our Lord's prayer, "that 
they all may be one." This fellowship already 
extends to all evang3lical denominations, and 
we should Kreatly deplore any movement that 
would interrupt or imperil it. 


Sixth—Christian Endeavor stands for Chris- 


tian citizenship. It is forever opposed to the 
salo3n, the gambling den, the brothel and 
every like iniquity. It alands for temperance, 
for law, for order, for Sabbath keeping, for a 
pure political atmosphere, in a word, for right- 
ousness. And this it does not by allying itself 
with a political party, bnt by attempting 
through the quick conscience of its individual 
members to permeate and influence all parties 
and all communities. 


Seventh—That all moneys gathered by the 


various societies of Christian Endeavor for the 
cause of missions be always sent to the mis- 
sionary boards of the special d'nomination to 
which the peculiar society o;long«. and, also, 
Christian Endeavor officers and societies are 
affectionately reminded that appeals to them 
for money should come through their pastors 
and the officers of their churches, and when 
such appeals aro addressed to the societies di- 
rectly they should be referred to the pastors 
and church officers for their approval before 
being acted upon by the societies; also, that the 
causes to which the societies give should be 
tho-*e approve! by the denominal ions to which 
the societies belong. Thus the societies avoid 
recognition and support o£ independent and 
irrei-p'n-ilile movements. 


Eighth—Christian Endeavor has for its ulti- 


mate aim a purpose no less wide and lofty 
than the bringing of the world to Christ. 
Henc? it is an organization intensely evnntrwl- 
isiic and missionary in its spirit, and desires 
to do all it may under the direction of chinches 
and the missionary hoards for missionary ex- 
tension the work! arcmMi.

The 14th international Christian En- 


deavor convention 


• Caino to an End Last Night. 


Since last Wednesday morning it has 


overtott-oreil allcontetnporary events in the 
city or state, perhaps in the entire country. 


During its continuance more than 500 


meetings havft been held. Approximately, 
60,000 men aad women have come from all 
corners of the North American continent 
as delegates. 
Others have come from 


strange and distant and obscure lands, 
and the greatest ami most powerful na- 
tions of the earth have been represented 
in this vast gathering. 


This great organization, the growth of 


which, from a membership of 1 in 1881, to 
more than 2,yoo,000 in lb'!)5, has been ex- 
panded into a world-wide organization, 
and what iti growth under its new possi- 
bilities, or the good its influence may do 
religiously, socially and politically in this 
land and all tho rest of Sod's footstool, no 
maii's mind can predict. Yet, notwith- 
standing all its prominence of today, and 
Its newly created cosmopolitanism, it re- 
mains as simple as ever, doing merely a 
work of influence. 


When the publisher of a great paper in 


great Chicago offered the society tho tempt- 
ing offer of ftXKK) a year for three succes- 
sive years, ou. condition that the headquar- 
ters of the organization be removed from 
Boston to the city by the lakes, the trus- 
tees a,t their meeting last Thursday made 
an answer characteristic of the principles. 
"No," they said, "vre aro but a society to 
influence. We need no costly buildings or 
expensive offices.

The conven- 
tion just elosed has !<ecu one of the great- 
est religious event, the world has erer seen, 
its promoters believii^s its influence for 
good incalculable. 
•Throe great meetings v-ore held in Bos- 
ton last night. They clu.^d tho conven- 
tion in a manner entire,./ befitting its 
character, Thirty thousand people e-ath- 


ercd in Mechanics' hall and Tents Willis- 
ton and Endeavor. 


The meetings at these places last night 


were marked with a sort of spirituality 
that has not so notably characterized any 
previous meetings of the week. Not that 
the gatherings of last night were n jot less 
earnest than their predecessors, but there 
seemed to be a deeper and holier sentiment 
filling the three great composite bauds 
that worshipped, a sentiment denoted by 
an absence of tl» wwtol demonstration 
of the days that have passed. 


At ;ill three great auditoriums the moot- 


ings were much the same. 
"Consecra- 


tion, a Striving to Get Nearer the Master," 
was tho subject of them all. The purely 
consecration services were led by Presi- 
dent Clark in Mechanics' hall, by Secre- 
tary Baer in Williston, and by Rev. Ne- 
hemiali Boynton, D.D., in Endeavor tent. 
These leaders also presided at the re- 
spective meetings. 
Beside the singing 


nnd the prayer services, sermons by Rev. 
II. M. Wharton, D.D., of Baltimore, in 
Mechanics' building; Rev. Samuel II. Vir- 
gin, D.D., of New York, in Willistou, and 
Rev. John Potts, D D.. »f Toronto, were 
the. only programed numbers at the meet- 


The petition of 50,0-K> delegates, rep- 


resenting a constituency of nearly 3.000,- 
000 to Queen Victoria, relative to the con- 
dition of Christian subjects in Turkey, 
was an Important event and aroused great 
interest. 


At ltr.eclm.nicg' Hall. 


Every available space of the great Me- 


chanics' hall was filled by persons who 
had gathered to attend the closing session 
of tho Christian Endeavor convention. 
Probably 12,01)0 people attended. Presi- 
dent Clark presided, and Percy Foster di- 
rected the music he also singing a solo 
at the opening of the meeting. 


Immediately after the 
session 
waa 


opened, Dr. H. B. Grose presented to the 
convection the following resolutions: 


Wo, the members of nho Youm; People's So- 
dsty of Christian Endoavor, representing a 
constituency of nearly B.OOu.OOO, assembled in 
Boslon, in our 14th international annual con- 
vention— 50,000 strong—most respectfully ad- 
dr«is and petition her majeary, llu Queen of 
England, urging upon her attention the ter- 
rible condition of tlie Christian subjects of 
Turkey, and praying hor in the namo of ti 
eimmon fa'th and an outraged Christian con- 
science to use her pi oat influence and author- 
ity to help those who are perishing, and to 
give to that country a safe and lust govern- 
ment. 


The resolutions were received with great 


applause, and on a .viva vooe vote were 
carried with a mighty shout from tho 
multitude of delegates present, amid a 
tumultuous upheaval of a great sea of 
multi-colored flags and snowy handker- 
chiefs. Wave after wave of applause rose 
and fell, and the tumult arose again 
when, during a lull, Dr. Grow announced 
that the same petition would be presented 
to President Cleveland. 


When the audience at last grew quiet, 


Dr. Clark announced that the last hours 
of the convention were to be devoted to 
personal oons-ecratlon on the part of the 
members. The meeting at once assumed 
a character muoh different from that of 
all its predecessors, but the absence of 
physical approbation only emphasized the 
solemnity of the hour. The annual con- 
vention sermon was delivered by Rev. H. 
M. Wharton. D-D., of Baltimore. 
His 


subject was "Conpccration," and was a 
touching, learned plea for a closer com- 
munion with God. 


President Clark, in spoiling the conse- 


cration services, said tho hour was tho su- 
preme one of the convention. And so it 
proved.' First, lg,000 heads bowed in si- 
lent pruyor, then tho soft chanting by all, 
in the same hutnble attitude, of the hymn, 
"Just as I Am," made the hour one of the 
moat startling solemnity. 
The delega- 


tions of different states and territories and 
countries answered.- by reciting a verse ot 
scripture or. sentiment or by singing a 
national or s,t«te air. 
Dr. Hoyt of Min- 


neapolis closed tho meeting with prayer. 
After the song "God Be With You Till 
We Meet Again," the "Mizpah" bene- 
diction was pronounced, and the meeting 
adjourned. 


Afany Turned Avrfiy. 


The meeting in Tent, Williston seemed 


to bring to a climax the deep devotion 
and intense interest which have character- 
ized the 14th international cojveution. 
Tho throngs of those who could not gain 
admission to the monster tent, even ex- 
ceeded In number those thus disappointed 
on previous evenings. Within the enclo- 
sure tho audience was densely packed to- 
gether. 


Tho praise and prayer service was en- 


tered, into with great spirit, responsive 
sinking bcinjj; comUictocl with remarkable 
effect. Prayer by Rev. John Barlow ot 
Nedford imd tile repetition of the 23tl 
psnlrn by the tmdienue followed. 
The 


praise service included selections by tho 
Park sisters, eornetists, and a solo by Mrs. 
William Pftitfi'son. 


Before the; opening of the regular pro- 


grain Treasurer Shaw was introduced, and 
- re.sented the petition to Queen Victoria 
on behalf of tho oppressed Armenians. 


The members of the commit tee of 13, 


upon whom has rested the responsibility 
of the management of the convention of 
'05, were then introduced individually, 
and were loudly cheered. 


The chairman o'f tho committee rend 


resolutions of thanks to the various de- 
part monts »nd individuals who have ex- 
tended courtesies to the Endeavorors dur- 
ing the convention. 


Rev. S. H. Virgin, D.D., of New York, do- 


livcrcdau earnest and impressive sermon. 
The consecration service, in which the 
delegates from the different states and 
countries took part as they were cullod by 
Secretary B;u'r, closed the session.

The sermon 
of the evening was presented by the Rev

to a congratulatory presentation of the 
chairmen of the various committees, and 
their responses were in the same words as 
given at tho other meetings. George W. 
Coleman read the resolutions adopted by 
the trustees-on Armenia, which were re- 
ceived with tumultuous applause, and the 
aim and objects of the Christian En- 
dcavorcrs.
